4,159  males  and  211  females  are  employed,  and  Messrs.  McCorquodale’s  Paper 
Works,  where  542  females  and  209  males  (total  751)  find  employment.

He  is  an  Associate  Member 
of  the  Royal  Sanitary  institute,  and  holds  the  Sanitary  Inspec¬ 
tor’s  Certificate. 

Mr.  S.  J.  Ricketts  (whole  time  officer).  Is  assistant  to  the  Surveyor 
and  Inspector.  He  holds  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Certificate  of  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute. 

There  are  no  health  visitors,  mid  wives  or  special  nurses  employed  by 
the  Authority. 
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2.  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  examination  or  analysis  of  clinical  material 1  (sputum,  swabs,  etc.)  is 
carried  out  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association,  of  which  your  Council  is  a 
life  member. 

3.  Ambulance  Facilities. 

As  last  year.  The  ambulance  used  is  supplied  by  the  L.M.S.  Railway  Co. 
and  is  kept  at  their  Works.  They  also  supply  driver  and  attendants,  all  of 
whom  are  members  of  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade.  These  men  are 
highly  trained  and  most  efficient  in  lifting  and  carrying.  Co-ordination  with 
Newport  Pagnell  quite  adequate. 

Patients  suffering  from  infectious  diseases,  who  have  to  be  removed  to  a 
Fever  Hospital,  are  taken  in  an  ambulance  provided  by  the  Grove  Isolation 
Hospital,  Lmslade,  where  they  are  now  treated. 

4.  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

(a)  General.  All  the  Wards  of  the  Urban  District  are  supplied  with 
a  District  Nurse  —  Stratford  2.  Wolverton  2.  New  Bradwell  i. 

Calverton  shares  with  Shenley  and  Loughton  (Rural  District  of  Newport 
Pagnell),  the  Nurse  being  supplied  with  a  motor  car. 

The  Nursing  associations  are  maintained  by  voluntary  contributions,  and 
are  under  the  supervision  of  their  own  voluntary  committees. 

They  also  receive  a  grant  from  the  County  Council,  whereby  the  Nurse 
can  give  assistance  at  the  School  Clinics,  and  routine  examination  of  school 
children  (one  group  being  examined  each  term),  and  at  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centre. 

( b )  Infections  Diseases.  No  provision  is  made,  though  in  special  cases 
the  services  of  the  Nurse  are  demanded  by  the  Doctor,  and  leave  is  given  to 

attend. 

Mid  wives  (6)  are  supervised  by  the  Inspector  of  Mid  wives  (Bucks  County 
Council). 

5.  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

Tuberculosis.  Newport  Pagnell,  2nd  and  qth  Wednesdays. 

Orthopaedic.  Newport  Pagnell,  every  other  Thursday.  A  surgeon  from 
the  Wingfield  Hospital,  Oxford,  attends  once  every  2  months  to  see  new  cases. 

Schools.  At  Stratford,  Wolverton  and  New  Bradwell,  open  on  school  days 
for  treatment  by  the  Nurse  of  minor  injuries,  impetigo,  etc.

Sanitary  Circumstances  in  the  Area,  193^- 

i.  (i)  Water  Supplies. 

There  have  been  no  new  sources  of  water  supply,  the  London,  Midland 
and  Scottish  Railway  Company  continue  to  supply  Wolverton  and  New  Brad- 
well  with  water,  and  the  Council  are  still  the  undertakers  for  Stony  Stratford. 

At  the  Stony  Stratford  waterworks  the  water  is  still  chlorinated,  and  the 
two  crude  oil  engines  and  the  two  2-throw  pumps  have  been  replaced  by  two 
3-throw  ram  pumps  operated  automatically  by  electricity.  The  water  on  analy¬ 
sis  showed  no  signs  of  pollution  and  was  of  very  high  bacteriological  standard. 

The  London,  Midland  and  Scottish  Railway  Company  have  installed  an 
ammoniator  and  chlorinator  in  their  waterworks  as  a  precautionary  measure. 
Samples  analysed  early  in  the  year  showed  this  water  to  be  clear  and  bright, 
with  a  high  degree  of  bacteriological  purity  both  at  Wolverton  and  New  Brad- 
well.  Negotiations  are  proceeding  at  Old  Wolverton  between  the  owners  of 
some  cottage  property  and  the  Railway  Company  for  the  extension  of  the  water 
mains  to  enable  the  cottages  to  obtain  a  piped  supply  of  water. 

At  Calverton,  samples  were  taken  from  the  pumps  at  Lower,  Middle  and 
Upper  Wealds.  The  result  of  the  analyses  showed  that  while  no  objection 
could  be  taken  to  the  water  at  Upper  and  Middle  Wealds,  the  water  at  Lower 
Weald  was  not  considered  to  be  of  the  standard  of  bacteriological  purity  re¬ 
quired  for  drinking  and  domestic  purposes  ;  in  consequence,  warning  was  given 
that  in  the  interests  of  public  health  it  was  necessary  for  all  water  intended 
for  domestic  purposes  to  be  boiled  before  use. 

The  Council  have  considered  schemes  for  a  piped  supply  of  water  from 
Stony  Stratford  waterworks  to  the  Lower  and  Middle  Wealds  of  Calverton, 
and  it  appears  that  the  necessary  contracts  will  be  placed  at  an  early  date. 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

As  reported  in  previous  years,  the  Council  have  approved  a  centralised 
sewage  disposal  scheme  which  has  been  submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Health, 
but  the  Council  have  not  yet  received  his  permission  to  raise  the  necessary  loan. 
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A  formal  agreement  has  been  signed  with  the  Wolverton  Urban  District 
Council  and  the  Towcester  Rural  District  Council  whereby  the  sewage  from 
Deanshanger,  Old  Stratford  and  Cosgrove  will  join  the  Council’s  new  scheme 
at  Old  Stratford. 

Negotiations  are  also  proceeding  with  the  Rural  District  Council  of  New¬ 
port  Pagnell  for  taking  the  sewage  from  the  village  of  Old  Bradwell  into  the 
new  scheme,  thus  obviating  the  need  for  a  separate  works  for  this  village  being 
erected  near  the  Blue  Bridge  water  springs,  where  the  London,  Midland  and 
Scottish  Railway  Company  draw  some  of  their  water  supply. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  laid  storm  water  drains  in  the  vicinity  of 
Stacey  Avenue,  Wolverton,  which  should  improve  the  drainage  of  this  part  of 
the  district. 

2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  dredging  of  the  river  Great  Ouse  has  made  a  distinct  improvement  in 
the  district,  but  the  handing  over  by  the  owner  of  the  Stony  Stratford  Mill  of 
his  water  rights  has  not  yet  been  completed,  and  the  purchase  by  the  Council 
of  a  strip  of  land  on  the  western  bank  of  the  mill  race  to  facilitate  the  dredging 
of  the  river  has  not  yet  materialised. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  closet  accommodation  is  quite  good  in 
the  more  modern  parts  of  the  district,  but  where  the  property  is  old  and  small, 
the  presence  of  a  suitable  flushing  apparatus  is  the  exception  rather  than  the 
rule. 

A  very  small  portion  of  the  population  reside  at  Calverton  and  Old  Wol¬ 
verton,  the  rural  portion  of  the  district  where  the  weekD  night  soil  collection 
is  still  carried  out  at  these  villages.  The  Council  are  considering  the  question 
of  emptying  cesspools  where  required. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

During  the  year  the  Council  replaced  their  horse-drawn  vehicles  with 
three  Karrier  motor  vehicles.  At  Wolverton  the  refuse  is  still  burnt  in  the 
Destructor,  but  it  is  impossible  to  cope  successfully  with  the  quantity  of  refuse 
collected  at  Wolverton. 

The  refuse  at  New  Bradwell  is  deposited  at  the  sewage  disposal  works, 
where  it  is  burnt  along  with  the  refuse  from  Stony  Stratford  and  that  from 
Wolverton  which  cannot  be  dealt  with  in  the  destructor. 

The  question  of  refuse  removal  and  destruction  has  received  attention  of 
the  Council  during  the  year  and  preparation  for  controlled  tipping  has  been 
made  at  the  Wolverton  sewage  disposal  works,  and  an  employee  went  to 
Friern  Barnet  for  the  necessary  instruction.  The  fortnightly  collection  of 
refuse  from  the  villages  of  Calverton  and  Old  Wolverton  has  been  superseded 
by  a  weekly  collection. 

The  Council  regularly  cleanse  their  own  streets  as  well  as  the  County 
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roads  in  the  built-up  area  of  the  district,  and  also  the  County  roads  joining  up 
Stony  Stratford,  Wolverton  and  New  Bradwell.

(iv)  Shops. 

Section  10  of  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  is  being  enforced  in  this  district,  and 
this  Act  is  being  more  generally  observed,  but  in  some  cases  shopkeepers  have 
taken  a  rather  defiant  attitude,  though  this  is  being  gradually  overcome. 

(v)  Smoke  Abatement. 

There  is  nothing  to  report  under  this  head,  as  this  district  is  almost  free 
from  any  smoke  nuisance. 

(vi)  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  Council’s  bathing  places  in  the  river  have  not  yet  been  officially  re¬ 
opened,  and  notices  are  posted  that  persons  using  these  bathing  places  do  so 
at  their  own  risk. 

On  the  Council’s  instructions  the  Surveyor  prepared  plans  of  a  covered 
swimming  pool  to  cost  about  £10,000,  but  the  Minister  of  Health  did  not 
favour  the  scheme.  The  Surveyor  has  now  received  instructions  to  prepare  a 
scheme  for  an  open-air  swimming  pool.

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  conveniences  attached  to  three  cinemas  in 
this  district  is  satisfactory. 


HOUSING. 

1.  General  Observations. 

The  Council  have  taken  steps  during  the  year  to  see  that  the  worst  of  the 
dwelling  houses  in  the  district  have  been  demolished.  A  large  proportion  of 
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the  houses  are  owner-occupier,  and  are  usually  kept  in  a  good  state  of  repair. 
These  dwellings  usually  have  all  the  modern  conveniences,  and  a  number  of 
dwellings  have  been  brought  up  to  the  required  standard  by  the  informal  action 
of  the  Council’s  officers.  At  Calverton  the  Earl  of  Egmont  has  re-conditioned 
two  of  his  cottages,  and  has  agreed  to  carry  out  necesary  repairs  to  another  30 
cottages. 

2.  Sufficiency  of  Houses. 

The  building  by  the  Council  of  104  houses  for  the  housing  of  the  wmrking 
classes  and  14  bungalows  for  aged  persons  has  resulted  in  the  lessening  of  the 
demand  for  houses  built  by  private  enterprise,  and  there  is  a  small  number  of 
houses  in  this  district  awaiting  tenants. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

Constant  attention  has  been  given  to  the  conditions  under  which  food  is 
prepared  or  deposited,  with  the  result  that  food  is  prepared  under  satisfactory 
conditions. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. 

Cow’sheds,  Milkshops  and  Dairies  are  regularly  inspected,  and  the  Acts 
and  Orders  are  strictly  enforced.  One  supplementary  licence  to  sell  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk  direct  to  retail  purchasers  living  in  this  district  has  been  granted, 
and  one  licence  to  sell  Pasteurised  Milk  has  also  been  issued.  The  County 
Council  are  notified  of  all  changes  in  the  list  of  Cowkeepers. 

(b)  Meat  and  other  Foods. 

The  statutory  enactments  under  the  control  of  the  Urban  District  Council 
relating  to  food  are  strictly  enforced,  and  slaughterhouses  and  similar  places 
are  systematically  visited. 

(c)  Adulteration  of  Food. 

The  County  Council  are  the  authority  for  enforcing  the  law  relating  to  the 
adulteration  of  food.
